Hasset bay In sail plane, which, on^ 
two occasions took the air when towed 
by a speed 
boat, 
stayed 
aloft 
49 


seconds each time with the tow line 
cut and then glided gracefully dowh 
to the water again. This was said to 
have been the first time a marine 
glider had ever risen_ from the water. 


At the end of the experiment, ob- 


served by a large party of engineers, 
Mr, Curtiss expressed 
himself 
well 


pleased with the result o£ the test, 
made under adverse conditions with 


light Wind and. then gave himself 


over to Interesting speculation on the 
possibility of "air trains"—a number 
of sail planes towed through the air 
by a motored seaplane. 


The -theory that' ti-atiers could bo 


attached to a flying boat was advanced 
by aviation experts who watched tho 
flights, after it was discovered that 
the sail plane tugged very .'lightly at 
the towline. 
Tho sail plane used in yesterday's 
tests was, except for-Us blunt nose, al- 
most a complete 
copy, 
on 
reduced 
scale, .of the NC-4, the first aircraft 
to fly the Atlantic. 


Yesterday's experiments started with 
:hree unsuccessful attempts 
to 
get 
the sail plane Into the air. Failure to 
ilse was attributed to the almost/dead 
calm that prevailed. 


Finally a slight breeze arose. After 


It, had. been towed, about a quarter ol 
mile at 36.miles an hour, the glider 
rose 12 feet from the water. Tha tow 
line was cut. The flights lasted 49 
seconds. . 
Later another flight of equal length 


was made at about 30 feet. . 
"This Is the first step in sea-soar- 
ing," said Mr. Curtiss. 
"The problem 
here Js different from that made by. 
the German gliders, 
which 
recently 
remained aloft so long. ' Theirs was 
the problem of maintaining balance on 
vertical air currents. 
Here we have 


no-such current, for the currents move 
parallel with the water. 
We must 
patterns after the 
albatross, "which 
takes off from a wave and soars im- 
mediately. 


"The German gliders have the ad- 
vantage of starting from a height and 
beingxlield aloft by the vertical cur- 
rents. Here we are without this ad- 
vantage, but I believe that the sail 
plane can bo developed to ,a -state 
where, with a small motor 'of five or 
six horsepower, we can remain in the^ 
air very well." 
Mr. Curtlss explained that if a mo- 


torcycle engine could' ba user! to get 
the sail plane into the air, the 'engine 
then could be cut out and the ma- 
chine 
could 
sail without propeller. 
The engine could later be cut in when 
the sail plane began to settle and cut 
out again when sufficient altitude hart 
been reached.
